"Washington, May 14.—The senate 


committee on foreign relations hail the

The report was prepared by Senators 


Davis and Foraker. the Republican 
members of the subcommittee, Senator 
Morgan, the Democratic member, de- 
clining to participate in it. 


The 
report consisted of a concise 


statement of the contents of official re- 
ports from American consuls in Cuba, 
bringing the Information up to within 
a week of the present time. 


This report confirms the newspaper 


reports as to the situation ot affairs in 
the island, and even goes farther in de- 
picting u deplorable situation than most 
of the newspaper stories. 


Especial stress is laid upon the con- 


dition of American citizens in the isl- 
and. 
Of these it is positively stated 


that there are hundreds in a starving 
condition and most wretchedly clothed. 


Deaths of Americans from starvation 


are daily reported. They are scattered 
in all parts of the island and are shown 
no consideration whatever because o£ 
their American citizenship. 


They are generally persons who re- 


side on the plantations, but who have 
been driven from their homes to the 
towns, or concentrados, and who, being 
among strangers without employment 
are compelled

They are not allowed to return to 


their plantations even to pick berries 
or to secure the least article of subsist- 
ence.

over much to the demands of Turkey. 
The war has had quite an unexpected 
effect in revealing an amazing military 
vitality in the sultan's 
dominions, 


which is in no way to the humor oE 
Russia or the other powers. 


Hence the sultan will be reminded1 


that it was his original misgovernment 
which led to the war; that only the in- 
fluence of Europe has presented a gen- 
eral blaze in the Balkans, and that it ia 
therefore advisable for him to accept 
reasonable terms. 


The 
activity of Turkish military 


preparations, which is in no way abat- 
ed by the diplomatic negotiations, may 
posibly be explained by the following 
statement of a high Turkish official:

The first direct result of the much 


vaunted Dingley hill has been the pas- 
sage of a tariff bill by the Canadian 
parliament

American goods in favor of the British 
producers and 
manufacturers.

of dollars to the American exporter. 
That this discrimination is due to the 
Dingley bill, the London Times, in a 
column editorial on the subject, frankly 
admits. It says ' 'there ia no question, 
of course, thafc we owe the immediate 
movement to the attitude of the United 
States, as displayed in the provisions 
of the Dingley bill. The Oanadain 
government has accepted the position 
made for it at Washington and the 
present policy represents much more 
than the remission of duty on any 
given volume of British trade; it repre- 
sents a determination on the part of 
Canada to shift her markets as much as 
possible from the United States to 
Great Britain. The United States re- 
fuses to accept Canadian competition in
